wide are raging down its tributaries, 
driving

Four new fires were reported in th<* 
district by long distance telephone to 
Lewiston, Ida. 
Many wires are down. 
The town of Florence is ru t off by 
blazes 
between 
id 
and

world, but is not thought to be in 
great flanger. 
The business mea of 
Kooskia, Ida., closed their stores and 
volunteered en masse to work with 
the government fire fighters to divert 
from their \own the blaze which is 
rushing toward it. 
Towns in the Coeur d’Alene mining 
district are thought safe, since two 
companies 
of 
regular 
troops 
wet 
added to the force under Sup* rvis< 
W eigle, but isolated buildings of mil 
ing companies in the hills are dail 
destroyed. 
According to a statement of Distr! 
Supervisor W ilcox in Missoula thew 
ar* 
2,000 men and 400 pack horse? 
lighting fires in th** district, necessi 
tating a daily payroll of $10,000. 
The tire situation is becoming more 
desperate every day that the present 
hot 
weather is prevalent and

guishing the different tires until rai 
comes.

When a locomotive Is making speed 
against a grade with its full comple­ 
ment of ears and tonnage behind it tile 
blast from the smokestack may attain 
almost explosive force, but regardless

might Ik* blown from the stack its 
corrosive aud heat effects in passing 
under bridge and viaduct structures 
have I cen under careful study by en­ 
gineers. 
Tin* “Cotton Farm " bridge in Boston 
was built iii IS;Hi. with a clearance of 
only fifteen feet above the line of the 
Boston and Maine road. 
The floor of 
tin* bridge was supported by hollow 
ti!** arche*, 
resting upon 
flanges of 
steel 
I 
beams. 
These steel 
beano 
were protected by heavy lead plates 
and above wen* rendered rust proof by 
cement tiles. 
In ten years the locomotives’ blast 
had eaten Into th** lead sheathing and 
into the tiling to sinh an extent that 
milch o f the renting fell to the ground 
aud all of it had to be torn out.

Also, ne said, many acts passed by 
the tribal legislature were not sub­ 
m itted to the president of the United 
States, as it 
was asserted 
was re­ 
quired. 
Asked by Representative M ille r of 
Minnesota whether his work had not 
tended to lead the Indians away from 
a close relationship w ith the govern­ 
ment, Mr. M cM urray said he had done 
his utmost always to bring the Indians 
and the government together. 
It was shown also that the Indians 
had employed other attorneys besides 
M cM urray, each tribe paying $5,000 a 
year and one of the tribes $12,000 a 
year for special counsel. 
How much money in the aggregate 
the Indians have pledged themselves 
to pay for attorneys has not been de­ 
termined by the committee.
